The Applicant's arguments filed 9/15/2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants argue the combination of Halliyal with Kim and Park. 
Applicants state that it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art to utilize a dielectric material for a gate electrode for a capacitor. The examiner 
disagrees and notes that it is known in the art to interchangeably utilize high k materials 
in gate electrodes and capacitors. The examiner has provided Misra et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,312,565) which discloses that tantalum pentoxide is an illustrative high k 
dielectric used in integrated circuit elements such as gate and capacitor dielectric (see 
column 1, lines 55-67).
